The American authorities seem to be preparing 
the public for a long continuation of hostilities. 
Viewed from Europe and limited to the present 
field of operations, (the Vietnam) war may seem 
to some to be absurd and ev en condemnable. 
The United States has already , sent ov er 200,000 
men to Vietnam and within six months they plan 
on sending many thousands more. 
By intensiv e 
bombing, they hav e transformed wide woody areas- 
to v ast lunar deserts; the United States has suf­ 
fered heav y losses and has inflicted the same, if 
not more, on the adv ersary ; they hav e placed 
themselv es 'in a delicate position at the U.N.; 
they hav e compromised their budgetary balance, 
thereby courting inflation. Why all t-his?

Could it be only to prev ent North Vietnam from 
annex ing South Vietnam?

India, so weak in spite of or because of its im­ 
mensity , highly div ided and endangered by des­ 
perate food shortages, would, in all probability , 
fall in its turn. Much more to the east, Austra­ 
lia, so insufficiently populated, would itself be 
threatened. The repercussions in Latin America 
would be enormous. 
FREEDOM’S CAUSE 
. . . Thus, through a war which may appear in­ 
glorious, it is in Freedom’s cause of the whole 
world that the United States is defending Vietnam. 
One may be tempted to blame the American peo­ 
ple, but this is short-sighted and worse. 
Some in the Pentagon consider this to be the time 
to nip in the bud the growing Chinese nuclear 
threat and for these reasons; Communist China 
has at present.a considerable conv entional army 
at its disposal, 115 div isions, among which. 4 are 
southeast Asia. The United States in large mea- 
mechanized, approx imately 2,300planes, embrac­ 
ing about 40 strategic bombers. This is more than 
needed /s ic / to break any resistance in the A si­ 
atic countries we mentioned. Howev er, its ther­ 
monuclear armaments are still in a state of in- 
fanty , and the installations where they are being 
constructed (mainly Manchuria) are ex tremely 
v ulnerable. 
It is probable that within 10 y ears 
China will hav e atomic m issiles enabling it, from 
its home bases, to reach Russia and, v ery likely , 
North America. 
Indeed, it is because they want to fulfill their 
nuclear program in peace, that the leaders in 
Peiping are not declaring open hostilities in 
Vietnam. 
They know that the American reaction 
would be immediate and that classical-ty pe bomb­ 
ings would be enough to destroy for a long period 
of time their hope of seeing their country become 
a nuclear power. 
Are the Americans ex pected to take the initia­ 
tiv e of this supreme escalation? 
Some, in the 
Pentagon, consider it; but one is obliged to agree 
that, world opinion being what it is at present— 
including French opinion and British opinion— 
it would be most difficult. 
One must, howev er, look at things realistically , 
for apart from an unlikely change in the aspira­ 
tions of its Gov ernment, Communist China will, 
around 19 76, be able to inflict indescribable dam­ 
age to Russia, to the west of the United States and, 
all the more, to Australia. 
Reprisals would be 
certain. 
But Mao Tse-tung has repeatedly said 
that the liv es of 200 m illions of his compatriots 
wouid be a price China is prepared to pay for the 
triumph of communism. 
The “ China peril’’ is no longer an empty phrase, 
at least in this phase. At present, the Americans 
alone seem to realize it clearly . 
This does not mean that, susceptible to all the 
pressures ex erted upon them, they will not end 
up in Vietnam, as they did before in Korea, with 
uncertain peace. 


One 
of 
the 
encouraging 
aspects of this 
country ’s form of gov ernment has been the 
growth of its public officials. 
Nowhere is this dev elopment more gratify ingly 
ev ident than in Hugo L. Black, an associate jus­ 
tice of the United States Supreme Court. 
T his..82-y ear-old justice probably was the least 
promising Uppointee to the court in its history . 
He was chosen by President Franklin D. Roose­ 
v elt because of his reliability in supporting New 
Deal measures not because of his stature as a 
lawy er or judicial ex perience. 
’The presidential prestige was low in Congress 
after Roosev elt’s failure to pack the supreme 
court by enlarging its membership. 
In addition to Black’s qualifications as a staunch 
administration supporter, he was a senator. 
Roosev elt knew that the Senate could be counted 
upon to confirm ope of its own members. His 
reasoning was correct. 
Roosev elt did not check into Black’s back­ 
ground and kept his plans for the appointment 
largely to himself. 
One confidante was Atty . 
Gen. Homer Cummings who didn’t bother to. 
check either. 
He ex plained that it would hav e 
been impertinent to inv estigate a man. twice 
elected to the United States senate. 
If they had made ev en a casual inv estigation 
they would hav e learned that Black as a y oung man 
was a joiner, that his memberships had included 
the Ku Klux Klan and that he was elected to the 
Senate with Klan support. 
Black was born in a frontier dwelling in the hills 
of Clay ‘county , Alabama. 
He had been a justice 
of the peace. 
He resigned from the Klan before 
he ran for the Senate. 
When a reporter dug up the story after the 
appointment, it shocked the White House as well 
as the country . 
Only sev en hav e serv ed longer than Black, who 
has spent 30 y ears on the bench. 
He has emerged as the court’s chief suppor­ 
ter on indiv idual liberties and of the federal 
constitution. 
He is opposed to legislating and.policy deci­ 
sions by the court. He supports the constitution 
as it is written and is opposed to judicial inter­ 
pretation of it according to the needs of the times. 
Black has faith in the wisdom of the people and 
of their elected representativ es* He is a v igorous 
defender of freedom of freedom and of the press. 
The justice has come a long way ’toward judi­ 
cial greatness since he stepped into his robes 
with a nationwide controv ersy about his appoint­ 
ment swirling around him. 
For a man who rose from obscurity and lim ­ 
ited promise his record is remarkable.

CONFUSING THE PUBLIC 
What appears to be another one­ 
sided 
Cong ressional inv estig a­ 
tion of the drug industry is under 
way . Among other things the in­ 
v estig ators are try ing to show is 
that drugs designated by their 
scien tific or generic name are of 
the sam e quality and are cheaper 
than brand name or trademark 
drug s. 
To help clarify an issue 
that seem s to hav e become ob­ 
scured in a smoke screen of pol­ 
itic s, the American Medical A s­ 
sociation has conducted its own 
price surv ey and has come up with 
interesting results. According to 
the 
AMA 
News, “ Prescribing 
drug s g enerically , rather than by 
brand name, does not guarantee a 
low er cost to the patient and can 
resu lt to furnisli any brand of the 
drug ." 
The surv ey was conducted 1n the 
Chicago area and inv olv ed 352 
prescriptions for sev en comm on­ 
ly prescribed drugs filled at 85 
Chicago d ru g sto res--sto res that 
w ere selected on a random basis. 
The surv ey also found that prices 
v aried widely among pharm acies.

Washington - Merry - Go - Round

DREW PEARSON AND JACK 
ANDERSON SAY: Senator from 
Tex as weakens code of Senate ethics; 
He has his own office ex p ense fund; 
Congressmen battle behind closed 
doors on p ip eline safety. 
W A S H IN G T O N - D im p le d, 
dilig en t Sen. Ralp h Yarborough, 
D-Tex., has emerged as the champ ion 
of sp ecial p rivileges for senators. 
He led the recent senate floor 
battle against- a strong code of ethics, 
even p ersuaded the Senate, in the 
name of ethics, to sanction slush 
funds, which p reviously had been 
considered imp rop er. 
During Richard Nix on’s Senate 
days he got into trouble for hitting 
up businessmen for contributions to 
help p ay his exp enses. Desp ite the 
n ation w ide disap p roval of this 
p ra c tic e , 
Y arborough recently 
p leaded 
that Senator should be 
p ermitted to solicit money from 
p rivate interests, because “We will 
not vote ourselves enough money to 
run our offices.” 
He neglected to tell the Senate 
that, all along, he has been collecting 
slush money from the labor unions 
while at the same time p ushing 
p ro-labor measures. He hap p ens to be 
C h a i r m a n 
of 
t h e 
S e n a te 
Subcommittee which handles labor 
legislation. 
Earlier, Yarborough led the fight 
inside th e 
Senate Civil Service 
Committee against barring relatives 
from the p ublic p ayroll. During the 
debate, he invoked the memory of 
George Washington who, it seems, 
had ap p ointed a step son to work on 
his staff at Yorktown. 
Yarborough didn’t mention that 
his own son. Richard, was the highest 
p aid relatives on the Congressional 
p ayroll.

Stennis hastily reassured EUender 
that the new code of ethics, while 
requiring a confidential listing of real 
estate worth more than $10,000, 
would not demand any embarrassing 
figures. 
N ote -T h e debate on Senate 
Ethics was touched off, of course, by 
the censure of Sen. Tom Dodd, 
D -Conn., which, in turn, came about 
through the courage of four of his 
e m p loy e s. 
The

ex p erien ced in arriving at their 
difficult decision is told in the book 
by James Boyd, “above the law.” 
-DANGEROUS PIPELINES - 
It transp ired behind closed doors 
so the p ublic wouldn’t learn which 
Congressmen were not concerned 
about p ublic safety, but there was 
some bitter wrangling in the House

Committee over the Gas Pip eline 
Safety bill. 
Rep . John DingeU. D-M ich., has

INSIDE STORY: 
Justice Dep t. BeUeves Evidence 
Show s A 
Consp iracy in Martin 
Luther King Killing. 
WASHINGTON, D .G -T he FBI’s 
x ntral Martin Luther- King desk 
under the p ersonal direction of J. 
Edgar Hoover, is op erating on the 
hard theory that the Negro leader 
was the victim of a consp iracy of 
“several or more p ersons.” 
There are those high in the Justice 
Dep t., therefore, who believe that 
Eric Starvo Galt- James Earl Ray was 
a hired killer, heavily p aid and amp ly 
sup p Ued with cash. Most of this was 
in $20 biUs. 
Evidence is p iling up inside the 
Bureau to justify investigation of a 
consp iracy beyond Galt and a man he 
said was his brother. This evidence 
mp ves the case swiftly beyond the 
conjectures of amateur detectives and 
dUettante criminologists. 
P art of th e evidence is the 
p rovable free flow of cash (some 
$7,000) Galt-Ray was able to p our 
out whenever he wished. In addition 
to the white Mustang, the dance 
lessons and the bartenders school fee, 
the accused assassin crisscrossed this 
country in a manner no p oor man 
could. The car has 19 ,000 mUes on 
its sp eedometer. 
Whether or not he drove, he is 
known to have Uved weU in cities so 
dista n t from each oth er that 
Galt-Ray would have had to have 
traveled more than 15,000 miles in 
the p ast nine or ten months. 
Whoever p lanned his itinerary, his 
make-up , his aliases, had a novelist’s 
imagination. Ray, for ex amp le, is (or 
was) a James Bond fan. “Eric Starvo” 
is one of Bond’s suave characters. 
The name “Galt” was contrived by 
novelist Ayn Rand, who fashioned 
the “John Galt” in “Atlas Shrugged” 
after the late John Gall, one of the 
most p restigious of cap ital attorneys 
and once a p ower in the iron and 
steel industry. 
So the p seudonym, ap p arently 
not the creation of an illiterate, 
reflects a smooth fellow, suave and 
dynamic and a leader of men. 
No one in the FBI or the Justice 
Dep t., desp ite weeks of questioning, 
would conjecture over the nature of 
the consp iratorial cell. It could be 
Klan4ike. But it could be northern as 
well as southern. 
T he consp irators could be in 
S outh ern Mississip p i, Chicago-or 
even out of the country. 
One thing is certain. There’s been 
a fantastic search. For ex amp le, every 


“ Joh n Willard” (Galt’s Memp his 
boardinghouse alias) in the U.S. has 
been checked out. 
Investigators don’t p ut much 
stock in the interp retation that 
because Gah-Ray frequented Atlanta 
and Birmingham the consp iracy was 
centered in the deep South. The 
p robers believe that the white car and 
the Remington rifle were p urchased 
and p lanted in such a manner that 
the leads would p oint southward. 
G a l t - R a y 
h a d 
Oh i c a g o 
c on n ection s of some kind, it’s 
believed. Thefe is obvious evidence 
and 
th e re are leads which the 
authorities grimly refuse to discuss. 
The obvious leads are the letters 
vhich Eric Starvo Galt received from 
C h i c a g o 
w hile living in th e 
Birmingham rooming house. 
The Bureau and the Justice Dep t., 
as well as Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark, are silent because they think 
too much has been said already. 
But there is no doubt that at least 
3,000 of the FBI’s 6,000 men and 
virtually all its 600 residents agents 
(p laced so that the FBI can get to 
any p art of the nation in an hour) are 
working on the murder of Martin 
Luther King. 
T his is th e second biggest 
manhunt in history-second only to 
the p robe of ’ the John Kennedy 
assassination when each of the 
Bureau’s 6,000 agents was involved in 
some fashion. 
Where is Galt-Ray? Of course he 
can he on any continent. But the 
p revailing Justice Dep t, theory now is 
that the killer is in some tiny hamlet 
br village-so small that big town 
dailies just aren’t followed closely by 
all the residents. 
So, the fcderals now arc p rep aring 
to get the snip er’s p hoto into those 
i s ol a t e d 
c l us t e r s of r ur a l 
communities. It woijced once in a 
bloody murder case years ago and the 
technique may p roduce results again. 
What thought is there of the 
nature of the consp irators? 
There’s only conjecture. There 
literally are thousands of cells made 
up of men 
Many units have tiny “armies,” 
s t or m 
t r oop e r s , a r m 
b a n d 
iden tification s, p rivate uniforms. 
They drill in secret in lonely woods 
and curtained basements. 
They 
are in the heart of many big cities. 
They are of all ex tremes. They 
would have the kind of money 
Galt-Ray sp ent and still not ’ be 
w e a l t h y .

One thing is certain: The Justice 
Dep t, believes it has evidence leading 
to a consp iracy.

VIETNAM:' ASSESSMENT 
FROM A FRENCHMAN 
The American authorities seem to be preparing 
the public for a long continuation of hostilities. 
Viewed from Europe and limited to the present 
field of operations, (the Vietnam) war may seem 
to some to In? absurd and even condemnable. 
The United States has already sent over 200,000 
men to Vietnam and within six months they plan 
on -sending many thousands more. 
By intensive 
bombing, they have transformed wide woody areas* 
to vast lunar deserts; the United States has suf­ 
fered heavy losses and has inflicted the same, if 
not more, on the adversary; they have placed 
them selves ‘in a delicate position at the U.N.; 
they have compromised their budgetary balance, 
thereby courting inflation. Why all t-his? 
Could it be only to prevent North Vietnam from 
annexing South Vietnam? 
Such is the official 
explanation, but it is not the whole answer. The 
South Vietnamese (the mass of the people, not 
the Government) would probably prefer anything 
to the prolongation of the struggle. 
CHINESE IMPERIALISM 
In truth, the problem is quite different. The real 
question is whether or not southeast Asia and South 
Asia (perhaps a ls o ‘Australia) will become prey 
to the imperialism of the Chinese Communists. 
\nd possibly beyond that, the question is whether 
Communist China will be allowed to have at its 
disposal powerful nuclear armaments which it 
,'ould use in an attempt to dominate the world. 
The London government has just made it known 
that, for financial reasons, it was compelled to 
reduce the military forces it had kept until now 
in southeast Asia. The United States in large mea­ 
sure has carried on in its place. If it were brought 
to conclude a patched-up peace in Vietnam, that is 
to say to acknowledge defeat, there is no doubt 
that its prestige would be irreparably damaged, 
and that Laos, Cambodia, Thailand, Malaysia, and 
Indonesia would successively fall in the orbit of 
Chinese communism in spite of local resistance. 
India, so weak in spite of or because of its im­ 
mensity, highly divided and endangered by des­ 
perate food shortages, would, in all probability, 
fall in its turn. Much more to the east, Austra­ 
lia, so insufficiently populated, would itself be 
threatened. The repercussions in Latin America 
would be enormous. 
FREEDOM’S CAUSE 
. . Thus, through a war which may appear in­ 
glorious, it is in Freedom’s cause of the whole 
w orld that the United States is defending Vietnam. 
One may be tempted to blame the American peo­ 
ple, but this is short-sighted and worse. 
Some in the Pentagon consider this to be the time 
to nip in the bud the growing Chinese nuclear 
threat and for these reasons: Communist China 
nas at present.a considerable conventional army 
ut its disposal, 115 divisions, among which. 4 are 
: southeast Asia. The United States in large mea- 
mechanized, approximately 2,300planes, embrac­ 
ing about 40 strategic lam bers. This is more than 
needed /s ic / to break any resistance in the Asi­ 
atic countries we mentioned. However, its ther­ 
monuclear armaments are still in a state of in­ 
fant}', and the installations where they are being 
constructed (mainly Manchuria) are extremely 
vulnerable. 
It is probable that within IO years 
China will have atomic m issiles enabling it, from 
its home bases, to reach Russia and, very likely, 
North America. 
Indeed, it is because they want to fulfill their 
nuclear program in peace, that the leaders in 
Peiping are not declaring open hostilities in 
N ietnam. 
They know that the American reaction 
v 
.id be immediate and that classical-type bomb­ 
ings would be enough to destroy for a long period 
of time their hope of seeing their country become 
a nuclear power. 
Are the Americans expected to take the initia­ 
tive of this supreme escalation? 
Some, in the 
Pentagon, consider it; but one is obliged to agree 
that, world opinion being what it is at present— 
including French opinion and British opinion— 
it w’ould be most difficult. 
One must, however, look at things realistically, 
for apart from an unlikely change in the aspira­ 
tions of its Government, Communist China will, 
around 1976, be able to inflict indescribable dam­ 
age to Russia, to the w est of the United States and, 
all the more, to Australia. 
Reprisals would be 
certain. 
But Mao Tse-tung has repeatedly said 
that the lives of 200 millions of his compatriots 
w'ouid be a price China is prepared to pay for the 
triumph of communism. 
The “ China peril” is no longer an empty phrase, 
at least in this phase. At present, the Americans 
alone seem to realize it clearly. 
This does not mean that, susceptible to all the 
pressu res exerted upon them, they will not end 
up in Vietnam, as they did before in Korea, with 
uncertain peace. 


One 
of 
the 
encouraging 
aspects of this 
country’s form of government has been the 
growth of its public officials. 
Nowhere is this development more gratifyingly 
evident than in Hugo L, Black, an associate jus­ 
tice of the United States Supreme Court. 
T h i s 82-year-old justice probably was the least 
promising Appointee to the court in its history. 
Ile was chosen by President Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt because of his reliability in supporting New' 
Deal measures not because of his stature as a 
lawyer or judicial experience. 
‘The presidential prestige was low in Congress 
after Roosevelt’s failure to pack the supreme 
court by enlarging its membership. 
In addition to Black’s qualifications as a staunch 
administration supporter, he was a senator. 
Roosevelt knew that the Senate could be counted 
upon to confirm ope of its own members. His 
reasoning wras correct. 
Roosevelt did not check into Black’s back­ 
ground and kept his plans for the appointment 
largely to himself. 
One confidante was Atty. 
Gen. 
Homer Cummings who didn’t bother to. 
check either. 
He explained that it would have 
been impertinent to investigate a man twice 
elected to the United States senate. 
If they had made even a casual investigation 
they would have learned that Black as a young man 
was a joiner, that his memberships had included 
the Ku Klux Klan and that he was elected to the 
Senate with Klan support. 
Black was born in a frontier dwelling in the hills 
of Clay county, Alabama. He had been a justice 
of the peace. 
He resigned from the Klan before 
he ran for the Senate. 
When a reporter dug up the story after the 
appointment, it shocked the White House as well 
as the country. 
Only seven have served longer than Black, who 
has spent 30 years on the bench.

CONFUSING THE PUBLIC 
What appears to be another one­ 
sided 
Congressional investiga­ 
tion of the drug industry is under 
way. Among other things the in­ 
vestigators are trying to show is 
that drugs designated by their 
scien tific or generic name are of 
the sam e quality and are cheaper 
than brand name or trademark 
drugs. 
To help clarify an issue 
that seem s to have become ob­ 
scured in a smoke screen of pol­ 
itic s, the American Medical A s­ 
sociation has conducted its own 
price survey and has come up with 
interesting resu lts. According to 
the 
AMA 
News, “ Prescribing 
drugs generically, rather than by 
brand name, does not guarantee a 
low er cost to the patient and can 
result to furnish any brand of the 
drug.” 
The survey was conducted In the 
Chicago area and involved 352 
prescriptions for seven comm on­ 
ly prescribed drugs filled at 85 
Chicago d ru g sto res--sto res that 
w ere selected on a random b asis. 
The survey also found that prices 
varied widely among pharm acies. 
To date, the current investiga­ 
tion has been occupied mainly 
with vilifying tile drug industry 
and m isleading the public.

During Richard Nixon’s Senate 
days he got into trouble for hitting 
up businessmen for contributions to 
help pay his expenses. Despite the 
nationw ide disapproval of this 
practice, Yarborough recently 
pleaded that Senator should be 
permitted to solicit money from 
private interests, because “We will 
not vote ourselves enough money to 
run our offices.” 
He neglected to tell the Senate 
that, all along, he hasbeen collecting 
slush money from the labor unions 
while at the same time pushing 
pro4abor measures.

To Continue 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - 
You'll 
see longer program-; on televi­ 
sion nex t season and prob ab ly 
for nnny seasons to come. 
That can b e confirmed b y a 
look at the 
19G8-69 schedule, 
which display s 
an 
increasing 
numb er of 90-minute, two-hour 
a nd - - (or feature m ovies--even 
longer form ats. 
The "long form ” has b een 
emb raced b y network program ­ 
m ers, especially those of NBC. 
which introduced the elongated 
show with Saturday Night at the 
Movies in 1961 and the 90-min­ 
ute series with “ The Virginian” 
in 19G2. 
Last week Don Durgln, presi­ 
dent of the NBC television net­ 
work, discoursed on the “ long 
form” b efore a meeting of the 
Holly wood Radio and Television 
Society . Ha pointed out that the 
15-minute and half-hour shows, 
which ab ounded In early TV, 
ware a hangover from 
radio 
programming. 
He cited these figures: Li the 
1959-60 season there were 82 
half-hour shows on the three 
networks, in the current season 
there were only 32. 
Why the decline of the half- 
hour? 
“ Most Informational and en­ 
tertainment media through the 
centuries have employ ed a form 
longer than 39 minutes,” Dargin 
said. 
The* same pattern of longer 
shows was estab lished with mo­ 
tion pictures, which b egan as 
90-second sub jects in penny a r­ 
cades. One-reel 
and 
two-reel 
film s dominated the industry ir 
its first decade, then the featun 
film was developed. During th( 
1930s and 1940s, 90 minutes wa; 
the normal length of a film, 
now movies average two hours 
and many run longer. 
Durgln was b ullish on feature 
movies as an audience-puller, 
anl the network's attitude is 
demonstrated b y its scheduling 
three movie nights for nex t sea­ 
son. He ex plained that the addi­ 
tion of a third movie night was 
possib le b ecause NBC 
b ought 
large b acklogs from Universal, 
United A rtists, and other com­ 
panies. 
Such decisions have b rought 
complaints from critics and la­ 
b or unions that netwx orks are ab ­ 
dicating their creative functions 
- and eliminating Job s for mov­ 
ie workers— b y devoting seven 
nights a week to old movies. But 
the viewers don't seem to b e 
complaining. 
Ratings 
indicate 
that the horn* folks enjoy the di­ 
versity and superior entertain­ 
ment of the movies. 
Durgln held out high prom ise 
for the first regular news pro­ 
gram in the “long form .” Begin­ 
ning nex t January , NBC will of­ 
fer “ F irst Tuesday ,” a two-hour 
news show from 9 to 11 p.m. 
EST on the first Tuesday of ev­ 
ery month. 
Said he: 
“ ‘F irst 
Tuesday ' 
gives NBC 
News what every 
news organization wishes they 
could have- the ab ility to throw 
the clock away and let the story 
dictate the time to it, rather 
than the form at.”

VIETNAM: 
ASSESSMENT 
FROM A FRENCHMAN 
The American authorities seem to be preparing 
the public for a long continuation of hostilities. 
Viewed from Europe and limited to the present 
field of operations, (the Vietnam) war may seem 
to som e to be absurd and even condemnable. 
The United States has already, sent over 200,000 
men to Vietnam and within six months they plan 
on* sending many thousands m ore.’ By intensive 
bombing, they have transformed wide woody areas- 
to vast lunar deserts; the United States has suf­ 
fered heavy losses and has inflicted the same, if 
not more, on the adversary; they have placed 
them selves *in a delicate position at the U.N.; 
they have compromised their budgetary balance, 
thereby courting inflation. Why all this? 
• , 
Could it be only to prevent North Vietnam from 
annexing South Vietnam? 
Such is the official 
explanation, but it is not the whole answer. The 
South Vietnamese (the mass of the people, not 
the Government) would probably prefer anything 
to the prolongation of the struggle. 
CHINESE IMPERIALISM 
In truth, the problem is quite different. The real 
question is whether or not southeast Asia and South 
Asia (perhaps a lso ‘Australia) will become prey 
to the imperialism of the Chinese Communists. 
And possibly beyond that, the question is whether 
Communist China will be allowed to have at its 
disposal powerful nuclear armaments which it 
xmld use in an attempt to dominate the world. 
The London government has just made it known 
that, for financial reasons, it was compelled to 
reduce the military forces it had kept until now 
in southeast Asia. The United States in large mea­ 
sure has carried on in its place, lf it were brought 
to conclude a patched-up peace in Vietnam, that is 
to say to acknowledge defeat, there is no doubt 
that its prestige would be irreparably damaged, 
and that Laos, Cambodia, Thailand, Malaysia, and 
Indonesia would successively fall in the orbit of 
Chinese communism in spite of local resistance. 
India, so weak in spite of or because of its im­ 
mensity, highly divided and endangered by des­ 
perate food shortages, would, in all probability, 
fall in its turn. Much more to the east, Austra­ 
lia, so insufficiently populated, would itself be 
threatened. The repercussions in Latin America 
would be enormous. 
FREEDOM’S CAUSE 
. . . Thus, through a war which may appear in­ 
glorious, it is in Freedom’s cause of the whole 
world that the United States is defending Vietnam. 
One may be tempted to blame the American peo­ 
ple, but this is short-sighted and worse. 
Some in the Pentagon consider this to be the time 
to nip in the bud the growing Chinese nuclear 
threat and for these reasons: Communist China 
has at present.a considerable conventional army 
at its disposal. 115 divisions, among which 4 are 
ii southeast Asia. The United States in large mea- 
mechanized, approximately 2,300planes, embrac­ 
ing about 40 strategic bombers. This is more than 
needed /s ic / to break any resistance in the Asi­ 
atic countries we mentioned. However, its ther­ 
monuclear armaments are still in a state of in­ 
famy, and the installations where they are being 
constructed (mainly Manchuria) are extremely 
vulnerable. 
It is probable that within IO years 
China will have atomic m issiles enabling it, from 
its home bases, to reach Russia and, very likely, 
North America.
